Arbor Day is now celebrated in many 
ways, according to the needs of the re- 
gion in which the celebration is held.

MAPLE SUGAR MAKERS. 


Cid And New Processes Described— 
Back woods Fun in Former Times 
—Curious Things About Sap. 

A New York. commission merchant 
said toa Times reporter: ‘‘The art of 
making maple sugar has greatly im- 
proved everywhere within the past few 
years. In the early days tapping a 
map'e tree was simply the cutting in it 
with an axe, a foot and a half above the 
ground, asloping notch three inches deep 
at the bottom, which was scooped out 
into a miniature trough. As the notch 


makers that sap is better when trees 
grow in dry soil, are tapped on the south 
side, and when the tap is made high.

sap-running season could see the sa 
dripping through these elder tubes into | 
rude troughs made by hollowing out | 
with an axe a piece of log split in half, | 
and holding three or four gallons. In 
the sap dead flies, bees, leaves, and 
twigs were always to be seen floating, 
and in the removal of these more or less 
sap was wasted. Inthe days of the 
elder and the wooden trough, the sap 
was carried to the old time boiling 
kettles, which were usually the ones used 
in the periodical soap-makings. These. 
were hung over fires built on the ground 
and thus the sap while boiling was ex- | 
posed again to all kinds of foreign sub- | 
stances. The manner of hanging these | 
kettles was peculiar, and I know of 
many old farmers who make _ svgar 
simply for their own household use who 
stick to the old crane and kettle still. 
In hanging a kettle atall, slim tree 


would be selected and cut 
four or five five feet from the 
ground, It was then trimmed of its 


branches and a hole bored through its 
butt end large enough to admit a strong 
wooden pin. This pin was then driven 
into the top of the stump, and the trunk 
of the tree could be swung around at 
will. The kettle was hung on this crane 
over the fire, and, when it was necessary, | 
was swung aside to make it convenient 
for further operations. The sap was 
carried in from the trees in pails, borne 
by yokes across the shoulders not oaly 
of rustic swains but maidens as well, for 
sugar making in the old days was a gala 
time and always looked forward to with 
joy by young and old, although it meant 
weeks of the hardest drudgery. 

‘* The sugar camp was the place for 
love making and all kinds of backwoods 
fun. Then, more than under the present 
system, it was frequently necessary, when 
the sap was running free, to boil all 
night. The grove, lighted up by many 
fires and peopled with many flitting forms | 
of merry girls and lusty. farm lads, pre- | 
sented a picturesque seéné, On such’ 
occasion the country fiddler added the 
charm of his presence, and every moment 
that could be snatched from attention 
to tree and kettle was spent in hilurious | 
devotion to dauces whose graceful figures 
have long since been forgottem. It was 
very important to keep a close watch on 
the boiling kettles, for the sap was liable 
to boil over. Sometimes, even by the 
most violent and persistent stirring of | 
the seething sweetness, the watcber was 
not able to stay this inolination, and in 
such emergenciesa piece of fat pork was 
always kept handy to throw into the ris- 
ing sap. This would instantly allay the 
trouble jn the kettle by breaking the | 
rapidly forming bubbles by some action 
which I never quite understood. 

“Tt would not doto leave the sap long | 
without stirring, for there was danger 
of scorching and certainty of its getting 
too thick. The work of stirring a large 
kettle could only be done by a strong

She went from kettle to kettle, carrying 
a gourd dipper half full of sap or water. 
Dipping a spoonful of the. boiling syrup 
from a kettle she threw it in the gourd | 
aud judged by its action whether it had 
reached the graining stage, or that ap- 
proach to it when the fires should be 
lowered, if not extinguished.

For if men of all nations 
were being butchered there must be 
Englishmen among them. Next morn- 
ing the British gunboat lay in Santiago 
harbor, and ore glad those poor 
prisoners must have been to sce her 
there, Americans as well as English. The 
commander sent a messenger ashore tu 
learn whit was going on, but he came 
back without any information. Rifle 
shots were frequently heard, and he 
sent one of principal  of- 
ficers to see the commandant of the 
Spanish troops to inquire whether any 
British subjects were in trouble, and the 
commandant sent him back an impudent 
reply, saying that he had just shot ons

We were notified of our appoint- 
ment to a clerkship in the War 
Department by Hon. Robert T. 
Lincoln, May 9, 1882, and after 
passing suceesstully an examination 
and ut the expiration of our pro- 
bationary term of six months, we 
received a permanent appointment 
to atwelve-hundred dollar clerk- 
ship. Asa general rule new ap- 
pointees receive only one thousand 
per annum when they are first ap- 
pointed, and when they prove suc- 
cessful clerks they are promoted 
to twelve hundred dollars. We 
worked successfully for nearly 
three years, and always had the 


respect of our chief clerk, Mr. 
Henry Dougiase, who has always 


proved hi:aselfto be an honorable 
gentleman,and an upright man.

Percy Townsend, and Capt. Cam- 
pher, our examiner, always treated 
us with respect. Col. Townsend, 
who hus the respect and confidence 
of the clerks, is a man above petty 
meanness, which has won for him 
the admiration of all who know 
him. «he Negroes in the entire 
division of Mr. Douglass are 
treated well,andlikemen. ‘There 
is no prejudice against them,even 
from the Democrats who are em- 
ployed in his division.

Harry Hughes, a refined gentle- 
man. The gentlemen in the roil 
room of the A.G. O. will please 
accept our thanks for hospitable 
treatment, and their confidence and 
recommendation of us asacom- 
petentclerk. Prior to the Republi- 
can Nomivating Convention we 
favored Hon. John A. Logan for 
President of the United States, and 
worked assidiously throughout the 
country to secure Logan del- 
egates to said convention. He 
being defeated for the first place 
by Horn James G. Blaine, and was 
nominated for the second place 
upon the ticket, we supported the 
nominees of the Republican Con- 
vention with all of the vigor we 
possessed, and endeavered toshow 
why the colored people should not 
support the nominees of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and on several occa- 
sions We may have been a litile 
enthusiastic in the interest of our 
ce, and the party whose teach- 
and doctrines made the Ne- 
groes tree American Citizens. 
Our candidates were defeated and 
we readily accepted the situation, 
and appealed to our people to ac- 
quiesce, after the memorable declar 
ation of President Grover Cleve- 
land, that the “‘Negroes shall be 
protected in their rights.” We 
were subsequently appointed bya 
delegated convention to wait upon 
the President of the United States, 
and request bim to review @ pro- 


cession in honorof the Twenty- 
third Anniversary of the Eman- 


previous engagement with the 
President, through his Private Sec- 
retary Col. Lamont, we called upon 
the President and stated our bus- 
iness, who responded gentlemanly 
and courtiously. After which he 
presented to the delegation a copy 
of the Bre which contained an 
article in condemnation of the 
murders committed against the 
Negroes in the South, which had 
been placed in his hand by some 
treacheous person. Notwithstand- 
ing he assured us that the Negroes 
shall be protected in their civil 
and political rights, and that they 
will be given recognition accord- 
ing to merit, and would like tor 
us to dispel the idea that a Demo- 
cratic President and his party 
would be inimical to the colored 
race.

A VIRGINIA EDUCATIONAL 
SCANDAL. 


Special Despatch to Tue Press. 


RicumMoNp, Va.—A few weeks ago 
the secretary of the Va. Normal and 
Collegiate Institate at Petersburg, 
a colored school for the edacation 
of teachers, was charged with ille- 


the institution. The secretary, A. 
W. Harris, a member of the House 
of Delegates, has made up a state- 
ment of the expenditures of the 
board of visitors since the opening 
of the school, and when the board 
shall try his case a state of affairs 
will be shown, itis said, that must 


the members of the same for mal- 
feasance. The State appropriated 
$20,000 a year for this school, and 
the buildings cost $100,000, Seven 
professors are employed, and about 
loopapils are taught. If the Board 
of Education reorganizes the mapn- 
agement of the institation, it will 
create a great sensation among the 
colored people who are struggling 
for an education. 


We deeply regret that such cor- 
dition of uffairs exists at this in- 
stitution of learning, and sincere- 
ly hope that an examination will 
develop something more favora- 
ble than this dispatch indicates, 
The southern people generally 
have shown amost commendable 
spirit in providing for the educa- 
tion of the colored people and it 
would be too bad to find their in- 
tention partly dampened, in one 
state at least, by the rascally action 
of some of those whom they tried 
tu b nefit. We hope the matter 
will be probed to the bottom and 
that the guilty parties will receive 
the full penalty of the law. The 
colored people’s lines are hard 


enough without having them drwn 
tighter through the rascality of 
their own race. Let no guilty 


mun escape.

APPROVING GENERAL KOMAROFPF’S 
ATTACK ON THE AFGHANS.
